TUESDAY-MORNING  SESSION. 


Metal  Trades’  Hah,  S'.  Louij  Mo  July  1904. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  by  President  Allan 
Studholme,  who  introduced  Mr.  Andrew  Gazzolo,  Jr.,  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Delegates  of  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  who  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  of  the  Stove  Mounters’ 
International  Union:  ; 

It  is  singularly  appropriate  in  that  your  Convention,  held  in  our  city  on 
the  centennial  anniversary  of  the  ceeding  of  this  great  territory  (known  as 
the  Louisiana  Purchase)  to  the  United  States,  and  as  great  in  resources  as 
is  this  great  country,  without  the  assistance  of  the  workers  in  the  field  of 
labor,  the  property  would  be  worthless.  It  is  the  cunning  of  the  artisan,  the 
brain  of  the  mechanic,  which  has  built  up  our  country,  and  has  made  this 
city,  which  was  the  home  of  the  Indian  ^and  trapper  one  hundred  years  ago, 
to-day  a metropolis  much  more  advanced  than  even  the  cities  of  the  east,  in 
all  that  makes  life  worth  living,  and  to  men  like  you,  who  have  by  your 
integrity  and  industry  made  the  United  States  the  foremost  nation  of  the 
world.  In  times  of  national  troubles  it  is  from  the  ranks  of  mechanics  the 
nation’s  armies  are  created  in  a twinkling,  and  when  the  trouble  is  stilled  ii 
-is  you  and  yours  who  make  the  homes  and  crown  them  with  industrial  and 
mercantile  supremacy  and  universal  peace.  Gentlemen,  in  the  name  of  the 
City  of  St.  Louis,  I bid  you  welcome  to  our  city,  and  assure  you  that  we  are 
here  to  serve  you,  all  you  need  to  do  is  to  ask;  and  when  you  leave  its  hos- 
pitable gates  I believe  you  will  be  living  advertisements  for  its  hospitality. 
I thank  you.  ( 

The  remarks  were  received  with  applause. 

President  Studholme  then  introduced  Mr.  F.  J.  Wade,  President  of  the 
Central  Labor  Union,  who  spoke  at  length  on  the  labor  question,  and  espe- 
cially of  the  good  work  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  He  also 
praised  Local  No.  34  for  the  excellent  fight  it  has  and  is  making  in  the  Home 
Comfort  strike. 

Applause  followed  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Wade. 

President  Studholme  responded  on  behalf  of  the  officers  and  delegates, 
and  thanked  the  speakers  for  their  kind  words  of  welcome. 

It  was  announced  that  owing  to  a flood  the  baggage  containing  books  and 
papers  necessary  in  the  Convention  were  delayed. 

President  Studholme  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  the  committees, 
which  are  as  follows:

Resolution  No.  1 — By  Delegate  Geo.  Bickel  Local  No.  1,  Detroit,  Mich.: 
Amend  Section  5,  Article  1,  to  read  as  follows: 

All  legislative  powers  shall  be  vested  in  the  entire  membership 
of  the  S.  M.  1.  U.  of  America,  by  the  adoption  of  the  initiative  and 
referendum.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Secretary  to  publish  in  the 
Journal  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  Local,  affirmative  and  nega- 
tive, on  ail  questions  submitted  to  the  general  vote;  and  also  to  send 
to  each  Local  a copy  of  the  resolution  and  official  count.

4.  A member  can  be  placed  on  the  Retirement  list  at  the  age 
of  55  by  recommendation  of  his  Local  to  the  Executive  Board,  and 
they  shall  report  to  the  next  Convention  which  shall  name  the 
amount  the  member  shall  receive. 

5.  Any  member  who  has  violated  the  Constitution  of  the  Stove 
Mounters’  International  Union  cannot  be  placed  on  the  Retirement 
list.

GENERAL  PRESIDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  stove  Mounters'  Interfiational  Union  in  Convention  Assembled: 

Brother  Craftsmen — In  taking  up  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  General 
President  after  Brother  Tierney  had  retired,  I did  so  in  hopes  of  being  able 
to  hold  the  position  for  the  eight  months  from  November,  1903,  to  July, 
1904.  I have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  with  the  assistance 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  nuembers  of' the  locals  to 
keep  our  organization  moving  forward,  and  I think  you  will  agree  with  me 
when  I say  that  I believe  we  have  been  successful  under  existing  conditions. 
The  year  1903  opened  with  good  prospects  for  a busy  season  in  our  line  of 
work,  but  a sudden  change  took  place  in  the  fall  of  1903,  and  a large 
numl^r  of  stoves  were  left  unsold.  This  caused  the  firms  to  close  down 
early  in  the  fall,  and  remain  closed  down  until  late  in  the  spring  of  1904, 
and  when  starting  up  only  working  half  time,  keeping  a large  number  of 
our  members  idle  or  on  short  time,  with  the  exception  of  Canada  and  the 
South.  Tirade  is  still  very  unsatisfactory,  every  one  you  talk  with  seems 
to  have  a different  opinion  as  to  the  cause  of  the  depression;  I will  not 
attempt  to  explain  it,  leaving  it  in  your  hands,  hoping  you  may  be  able  to 
explain  the  mystery. 

In  so  far  as  I know  we  have  not  had  any  reduction  in  wages,  but  have 
received  a slight  increase  in  day  work  in  a number  of  places,  anfi  so  far 
as  I know  we  have  also  kept  up  our  piece  prices.  When  you  consider  that 
thousands  of  men  have  been  laid  off  and  are  yet  idle  and  that  a large  num- 
ber of  members  of  some  of  the  largest  organizations  have  submitted  to  a 
reduction  of  wages  rather  than  run  the  risk  of  losing  the  fight  in  so  un- 
certain a state  of  the  labor  market,  whatever  else  we  have  failed  in  I think 
we  should  congratulate  ourselves  that  we  have  had  no  reduction  in  wages. 

We  have  made  no  progress  in  the  nine-hour  question,  a determination 
on  the  part  of  the  employers  to  prevent  us  getting  it,  and  an  indifference 
on  the  part  of  so  many  of  our  members  in  regard  to  it  is  the  cause  of  little 
being  accomplished. 

Very  little  interest  so  far  has  been  given  to  our  Constitution,  maybe 
that  the  members  think  it  is  O.  K.,  or  that  they  do  not  believe  it  is  wise 
to  be  constantly  changing  the  by-laws.  Be  that  as  it  may,  I think  it  can 
be  safely  left  to  the  delegates. 

The  officers  are  only  the  servants  and  it  is  left  to  them  to  carry  out  to 
the  best  of  their  ability,  if  not  to  the  letter  of  the  law  to  the  spirit  of  it  as 
far  as  their  judgment  will  guide  them. 
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AGREEMENT  WITH  THE  DEFENSE. 

Is  our  agreement  with  the  Defense  satisfactory?  Some  of  our  brothers 
say  yes  and  others  no,  while  others  think  it  takes  the  Defense  too  long 
to  act  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  members  of  their  association,  and 
think  a time  limit  might  be  agreed  on  that  would  be  acceptable  to  both 
parties.  Writing  for  myself  after  being  on  the  road  eight  months,  and 
meeting  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Defense  and  members 
of  firms  affiliated  with  the  Defense,  I can  say  without  fear  of  contradiction 
that  we  have  gained  a great  deal  more  than  we  have  lost.  If  we  had  accom- 
plished nothing  else  bat  settling  the  trouble  at  the  Detroit  Stove  Works, 
the  time  and  money  spent  in  my  opinion  is  one  of  the  best  investments 
ever  made  by  us.  Brothers,  if  you  can  make  the  agreement  broader  or 
better,  do  so,  but  if  you  take  my  advice  you  will  not  try  to  break  it  while 
you  are  getting  treated  as  fair  as  you  have  been  up  to  the  present  time. 
In  regard  to  the  complaints  made  that  the  members  of  the  Defense  are  the 
cause  of  the  delays  in  getting  disputes  settled,  I can  truthfully  say  that  the 
complaints  are  not  founded  on  fact.  In  all  cases  where  the  members  of  the 
Defense  had  been  requested  to  act,  whether  by  the  firm  or  the  mounters, 
they  have  acted  promptly,  have  wasted  no  time  and  have  always  given  us 
a fair  show.  If  we  have  failed  to  get  some  things  that  the  members  of  our 
unions  think  we  ought  to  have  got,  it  is  not  a fact  that  the  same  could  be 
said  before  we  had  an  agreement  with  the  Defense.  And  it  is  also  a fact 
that  we  have  received  concessions  and  have  been  recognized  by  firms  affili- 
ated with  the  Defense  that  before  affiliation  refused  to  deal  with  us  as  an 
organization.  Where  we  have  a strong  union  we  might  be  able  to  hold  our 
own,  but  in  many  places  our  members  are  few  in  number,  and  it  is  gener- 
ally in  those  places  where  the  firm  try  to  act  unfair  and  our  agreement 
with  the  Defense  gives  the  members  protection  that  they  are  so  much  in 
need  of. 

JURISDICTION  DISPUTES. 

The  jurisdictional  dispute  between  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers  and  our 
organization  is  in  the  same  position.  No  agreement  has  so  far  been  reached, 
each  party  still  claiming  the  right  to  organize  and  keep  the  steel  range 
workers.  I am  of  the  opinion,  and  I think  anyone  acquainted  with  the  sub- 
ject will  agree  with  me,  that  there  is  only  one  organization  for  this  class 
of  workers  to  get  the  protection  they  are  entitled  to,  and  that  is  the  Stove 
Mounters’  International  Union. 

THE  QUESTION  OF  AFFILIATION  WITH  THE  MOLDERS. 

Quite  a number  of  very  interesting  articles  have  appeared  in  The 
Journal  on  the  affiliation  question.  Some  of  the  brothers  think  it  would 
be  a wise  thing  to  do;  others  say  it  would  be  a foolish  thing  to  do,  that  we 
would  simply  have  to  take  from  the  firms  just  what  they  had  left  after  the 
molders  and  coremakers  had  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with.  There  is  one 
phase  of  this  question  that  has  not  been  touched  upon  in  the  discussion, 
and  that  is,  the  M^etal  Trades  Federation.  We  have  paid  $25.00  a month  in 
that  body  in  the  hopes  that  the  molders  would  join  it,  but  so  far  the  molders 
have  kept  out  of  it.  All  or  nearly  all  of  the  other  trades  are  members,  and 
it  would  be  a very  simple  way  of  working  in  harmony,  one  with  the  other, 
each  keeping  their  unions  as  they  are.  In  the  stove  shops,  for  instance, 
if  the  molders.  polishers  and  mounters’  unions  would  make  their  agreements 
with  the  firms  at  the  same  time  of  the  year,  the  firm  breaking  one  of  the 
agreements  would  mean  the  breaking  them  all,  and  tying  up  the  shop  com- 
pletely. This  would  prevent  the  molders  making  castings  for  scab  mounters, 
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or  mounters  using  plate  made  by  scab  molders.  Agreements  with  all  unions 
in  the  building  trades  make  all  men  working  on  a building  card  men,  and 
the  same  would  apply  to  stove  shops. 

THE  OPEN  SHOP. 

I think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  everything  that  could  be  said  on 
the  open  shop  question,  for  and  against,  has  been  said.  The  open  shop 
in  its  present  condition  is  simply  a place  where  men  are  taught  just  enough 
of  a trade  to  make  them  handy  as  strike  breakers.  If  the  men  have  their 
trades  learned  and  the  firms  can  get  them  to  work  in  the  shops  that  are 
unfair,  they  can  do  just  as  they  please  with  them.  Under  the  catd  system 
used  by  the  firm  the  men  are  prevented  from  bettering  their  conditions. 
If  the  card  given  to  men  by  the  firm  is  not  O.  K.  it  means  no  employment, 
stay  where  you  are,  take  anything  the  firm  you  are  working  for  offers  you 
or  starve — good  enough  for  those  who  are  foolish  enough  to  think  that  the 
firms  will  take  care  of  them.  EImployers  are  after  the  dollars — men  don’t 
count,  only  so  far  as  they  can  be  used  to  make  the  dollars. 

TO  THE  EDITORS  AND  WRITERS. 

To  the  correspondents  of  The  Journal  m*any  thanks  are  due  for  articles 
contributed  for  the  assistance  given  Brother  Kaefer  in  making  it  worthy  of 
a place  on  the  top  notch  of  the  labor  journals  of  the  day.  Brothers,  you 
have  done  well;  while  you  have  presented  your  own  views  on  all  subjects 
in  a clear  and  concise  manner,  you  treated  those  differing  from  you  as 
brothers  should  be  treated.  I don’t  think  it  wise  to  pick  out  one  writer  for 
special  mention  where  all  did  so  well.  May  the  brothers  keep  up  the  good 
work  and  make  it  so  interesting  that  the  brothers  one  and  all  will  read  it. 
profit  by  reading,  and  then  tell  all  their  friends  about  the  ability  of  the 
members  of  the  craft  in  the  field  of  journalism  equally  as  well  as  they  hold 
their  own  in  the  front  ranks  of  the  labor  movement. 

WORK  DONE  IN  THE  FIELD. 

At  all  the  conventions  I have  attended  it  was  conceded  that  if  it  was 
possible  the  President  should  visit  all  the  locals.  In  the  eight  months  of 
my  work  in  the  field  I have  tried  to  do  so.  All  locals  or  places  where  we 
have  locals  have  been  visited,  except  five,  some  of  them  a number  of  times. 
Where  it  was  possible  I met  the  brothers  in  their  halls  or  homes;  where 
unable  to  do  that  I met  them  in  the  shops,  holding  open  meetings  also  in 
a number  of  places.  We  hope  the  time  and  money  spent  will  turn  out  to 
be  well  invested.  In  these  visits  we  have  proved  to  our  brothers  that  we 
know  no  Bast,  West,  North  or  South,  or  line  of  demarkation.  The  five  locals 
not  visited  are  No.  15,  No.  18,  No.  19,  No.  38  and  No.  61;  would  have  visited 
them  if  they  had  called  me  in  case  of  trouble;  would  have  done  so  in  any 
event  if  it  had  been  possible  for  me  to  do  so.  I gave  an  account  of  work 
done  in  all  the  places  visited  in  my  monthly  reports  to  The  Journal. 

The  question  of  finances  I will  leave  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  knowing 
that  he  will  give  you  every  information  you  may  wish  under  that  head. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I thank  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  for  their  help 
and  for  their  prompt  assistance  given  me  at  all  times  and  for  the  prompt 
service  rendered  by  them  in  the  settlement  of  questions  affecting  the  wel- 
fare of  our  organisation^  at  times  when,  it  wqs  impossible  for  me  to  reach 
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them  in  time  to  attend  them.  Once  again  I want  to  thank  the  members  of 
all  the  locals  visited  for  the  kindness  shown  me  under  all  circumstances, 
as  I have  already  stated  in  The  Journal.  May  1904  be  the  banner  year  in  the 
history  of  our  union  is  the  wish  of

SECRETARY-TREASURER’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eleventh  Convention  of  the  Stove 

Mounters’  International  Union: 

Fellow  Workmen — It  again  becomes  my  duty  to  submit  to  you  the  report 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past  twelve  months,  beginning  July  1, 
1903,  and  ending  June  30,  1904.  The  latter  months  of  the  closing  fiscal  year 
have  been  marked  by  trade  depression  in  our  line  which  has  affected  the 
membership,  and  in  consequence  the  finances  of  our  organization,  so  that  we 
have  been  obliged  to  draw  upon  the  Strike  Fund  in  order  to  meet  general 
running  expenses,  the  latter  having  increased  principally  on  account  of  the 
advance  in  salary  of  the  ofiicers.  It  is  very  evident  from  this  report  that 
either  the  expenses  must  be  reduced,  or  the  per  capita  tax  increased,  or  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  present  per  capita  tax  should  be  allowed  for  the 
General  Fund.  There  are  several  items  of  additional  expense  at  the  present 
time  besides  the  aforementioned  that  the  General  Fund  must  meet,  and  which 
must  receive  consideration.  In  the  Metal  Trades  Federation  we  pay  $25.00 
per  month,  the  same  as  other  organizations  affiliated  therewith.  The  Feder- 
ation has  been  unable,  so  far,  to  accomplish  the  desired  purpose,  of  securing 
a better  understanding  and  more  fraternal  feeling  between  the  members  con- 
nected with  trades  closely  allied.  The  officers  of  the  Federation  have  labored 
earnestly  in  its  interest,  but  as  long  as  the  members  connected  with  trades 
coming  under  this  jurisdiction  remain  with  a feeling  of  apathy  for  this  move- 
ment, little  progress  can  be  expected,  and  the  expenditure  of  money  will  con- 
tinue to  seem  wasted.  If  all  trades  would  enter  into  this  commendable  move- 
ment with  a spirit  born  of  determination  for  success,  the  affiliation  question 
would  practically  be  disposed  of. 

The  Death  Benefit  Fund  has  been  considerably  reduced.  During  the  year 
past  we  have  had  sixteen  deaths,  involving  an  expenditure  of  $1,600.00.  The 
income  for  this  fund  is  less  than  $1,200.00,  and  at  the  present  time  there  is 
a balance  shown  of  $389.96.  If  the  same  ratio  of  deaths  is  kept  up  during 
the  current  year,  there  will  be  a deficit  in  this  fund,  unless  an  assessment 
is  levied  or  provision  made  at  this  Convention  for  reimbursement. 

The  Strike  Fund,  which  was  inaugurated  on  the  first  of  October,  1903, 
should  at  the  present  time  contain  $1,929.12,  but  $231.41  was  drawn  there- 
from to  meet  general  running  expenses.  The  outlay  direct  for  strike  benefits 
for  the  year  ending  has  been  $555.00.  The  Geneva  trouble  has  cost  us  m 
attorney  fees  to  date  $500.00,  and  up  to  now  the  courts  have  decided  against 
us,  though  an  appeal  is  to  be  made.  Fifteen  dollars  per  month  is  still  being 
contributed  tov’^ard  the  expense  involved  in  pushing  the  boycott  against  the 
Gurney  Foundry  Company,  of  Toronto,  Ont.  Owing  to  the  low  state  of  the 
treasury  at  the  time  President  Tierney  resigned,  the  Executive  Board  deemed 
it  wise  to  continue  the  vacancy  in  the  office  until  the  treasury  was  reimbursed 
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sufficiently  to  meet  the  expense;  accordingly  the  office  was  kept  vacant  for 
two  months.  Little  was  gained  thereby,  however,  as  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  other  officers  were  obliged  to  attend  the  cq.lls  of  Locals.  It  has  of  neces- 
sity been  our  purpose  to  practice  economy  wherever  possible,  and  we  regret 
that  we  have  been  obliged  to  refuse  financial  assistance  to  sections  who  de- 
sired to  enter  into  the  field  of  the  unorganized  and  make  special  efforts  to 
bring  into  the  fold  on  unionism  such  who  still  seem  to  know  little  of  its 
benefits.  But  we  must  be  governed  with  the  resources  at  our  command, 
which  previous  Conventions  have  deemed  to  be  sufficient  expense  on  the  mem- 
bership. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  group  the  expenditures  under  different  heads, 
itemized  accounts  of  which  are  kept  and  printed  and  distributed  to  all  Locals 
quarterly.  The  report  follows:

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MEMBERSHIP. 

It  is  with  some  feeling  of  regret  that  we  must  at  this  convention  report 
a loss  in  membership  of  83,  but  as  heretofore  noted,  it  is  accounted  for  to 
the  trade  depression  which  has  compelled  not  a few  of  our  members  to  seek 
other  vocations,  and  again  others  have  fallen  in  arrears  in  their  payments 
so  that  locals  omitted  them  from  the  report  of  members  in  good  standing. 
We  are  as  strong  today  as  ever,  and  it  only  requires  a return  of  more  pros- 
perous trade  conditions,  which  we  can  hopefully  look  for  from  now  on,  to 
bring  into  the  treasury  of  the  union  back  dues,  and  thus  the  report  of  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  will  contain  an  increased  number.  Seven  locals  have 
disbanded  and  10  new  locals  have  been  formed,  which  brings  the  number 
of  locals  to  69,  an  increase  of  3. 

The  membership  .July  1,  1903,  was  1,760,  and  according  to  the  latest 
reports  received  from  locals  the  present  membership  is  1,677,  a loss  of  83. 

The  stove  mounters  proper  are  pretty  thoroughly  organized;  in  most 
of  the  unorganized  shops  we  are  met  with  the  difficulty  of  an  insufficient 
number  to  maintain  a charter.  Grouping  cities  is  also  difficult  to  accomplish, 
principally  on  account  of  the  inconveniences  and  ofttimes  impossibility  of 
attending  meetings.  There  is  still  plenty  of  room  in  the  field  of  steel  range 
workers;  pattern  litters  and  filers  might  also  be  mentioned  here,  though  it 
is  in  the  steel  and  gas  range  line  that  our  jurisdictional  controversies  are 
met  with,  and  the  various  systems  in  vogue  in  the  steel  range  departments 
have  given  us  a problem  to  solve  and  has  been  one  of  the  difficulties  against 
which  we  have  to  contend  in  our  efforts  to  organize  these  workmen. 

This  is  a question  that  deserves  the  serious  consideration  of  the  dele- 
gates, as  your  officers  have  been  confronted  with  problems  and  conditions  not 
of  the  ordinary  kind.

We  regret  being  obliged  to  mention  that  too  many  secretaries  fail  in  their 
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duty  in  the  respect  of  forwarding  the  reports.  It  requires  but  little  time 
for  the  secretaries  to  prepare  these  reports,  and  there  is  really  no  excuse  for 
failure  to  forward  them. 

We  again  urge  upon  correspondents  to  take  advantage  of  the  columns 
open  to  them  for  a monthly  letter  on  matters  of  interest  in  general.  These 
letters  are  really  read  with  more  interest  than  the  writers  think,  and  we 
again  say  to  you  that  the  Journal’s  columns  are  open  for  your  free  expres- 
sion of  opinion  on  labor  topics. 

The  few  lines  that  I have  written  monthly  in  the  editorial  columns  have 
always  been  penned  in  a spirit  of  love  for  the  trade  union  cause.  My  aim 
has  been  to  defend  the  principles  of  unionism,  and  I have  tried  to  maKe 
our  Journal  one  of  the  many  champions  in  the  labor  field  of  the  trade  union 
cause. 

CONCLUSION. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  my  time  has  been  demanded  in  a numbei 
of  matters  of  dispute  in  various  localities.  To  go  into  this  work  in  detail 
is  not  expected  in  a report  of  this  kind,  as  accounts  of  same  have  been  given 
in  the  order  of  their  occurrence  through  the  medium  of  the  Journal.  It  is 
with  pardonable  pride,  however,  that  we  are  able  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  our 
conditions  have  been  maintained  despite  the  discouraging  trade  situation, 
and  the  attempts  of  the  other  side  to  weaken  our  power.  We  can  only  call 
upon  you  again  to  remain  steadfast  to  the  Union,  for  it  is  your  best  friend. 

I appreciate  very  much  the  helping  hand  rendered  me  in  my  work  by 
the  members,  the  officers  of  the  locals  and  my  colleagues  on  the  Executive 
Board  during  the  time  I have  been  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Stove  Mounters’

Whereas,  It  being  a well  known  fact  that  in  some  shops  a practice  pre- 
vails of  using  apprentices  on  work  other  than  that  connected  with  stove 
mounting,  and 

Whereas,  This  condition  prevents  such  apprentices  from  acquiring  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  trade  during  the  time  they  are  required  to  serve; 
be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  locals  under  whose  jurisdiction  such  conditions  prevail 
take  steps  to  cause  offending  firms  to  have  apprentices  confined  to  regular 
apprentice  work  after  the  first  six  months  of  their  apprenticeship. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  recommend  the  following: 

Apprentices  shall  be  confined  to  regular  apprentice  work  only  after  the 
first  six  months  of  their  apprenticeship. 

Delegate  Tierney  moved  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

Delegates  Tierney,  McPhail,  Hughes,  Callahan,  Bassett  and  Bickel  spoke 
on  the  question. 

Report  of  Committee  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No,  8 — By  Delegates  E.  B.  Gaskill,  Wm.  Knibb,  H,  W.  Klute, 
Local  No,  34,  St,  Louis,  Mo.: 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  Local  No.  34,  St,  Louis,  Mo.,  that  it  would  be 
very  beneficial  to  the  organiation  in  general  to  have  an  out-of-work  stamp, 
and 

Whereas,  We  deem  it  advisable  to  have  an  out-of-work  stamp  placed  in 
the  due  books  of  all  brothers  who  are  sick  or  out  of  employment:  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  an  out-of-work  stamp  be  issued  by  the  Stove  Mounters’ 
International  Union. 
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Committee  on  Resolutions  disapproves. 

Delegate  Tierney  moved  to  concur  in  the  report. 

The  following  spoke  on  the  question; 

Tierney,  Lane,  Hack,  Byrd,  Knibb,  Klute,  Hughes,  Gaskilb  Dowd,  Bender. 
Forrest,  Pay  and  McPhail. 

Delegate  Tierney,  with  the  consent  of  the  second,  withdrew  his  motion. 

Delegate  Tierney  moved  to  lay  on  table  until  Committee  on  Constitution 
reports  on  resolution  pertaining  to  the  referendum. 

Motion  prevailed. 

Resolution  No.  11 — By  Delegate  Lane: 

Local  No.  58,  Rome,  Ga. — Owing  to  the  lack  of  interest  the  apprentice  mem- 
bers are  taking  in  the  welfare  of  the  Union,  because  it  seems  to  them  that 
their  membership  is  only  a local  affair,  we  wish  to  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution and  hope  that  it  or  something  similar  to  it  will  be  adopted;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  International  shall  have  full  jurisdiction  over  the 
apprentice  members  and  shall  receive  half  per  capita  tax,  and  half  death  and 
strike  assessment,  they  shall  get  out  special  stamps  for  the  apprentices  and 
pay  them  half  death  and  strike  benefits. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  disapproves. 

Delegate  Tierney  moved  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

Report  of  Committee  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  10 — By  Delegate  Lane,  Local  No.  58,  Rome,  Ga.; 

Owing  to  the  carelessness  of  some  Locals  of  letting  mounters  go  to  work

REPORT  OP  DELEGATES. 


Delegate  McPhail.  for  Local  No.  1,  reported  as  follows: 

In  the  city  of  Detroit  trade  at  the  present  time  is  very  slack.  The  ten- 
hour  day  is  still  in  force.  The  minimum  rate  of  day  wages  is  30  cents  per 
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hour,  the  piece  work  rate  being  considered  45  cents  per  hour.  We  have  had 
a great  deal  of  trouble  at  the  Detroit  Stove  Works  over  the  question  of  em- 
ploying all  the  mounters  and  dividing  the  work  so  that  each  may  have  an 
opportunity  to  an  equal  share. 

Have  also  had  trouble,  at  the  Peninsular  setting  prices,  the  local  being 
very  much  dissatisfied  with  the  settlement  made  on  the  Hopper  Peed  Oak  by 
the  International  President;  also  with  clause  7 of  the  Defense  Agreement. 

President  Studholme  replied  to  that  part  of  the  report  referring  to  set- 
tlement of  disputed  price. 

Delegate  Knibb  announced  that  Local  No.  34  would  give  a smoker  tonight 
for  the  entertainment  of  the  delegates  and  officers. 

Delegate.  Bickel,  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  reported  as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  36 — By  Delegate  W.  J.  Knibb,  Local  No.  34,  St.  Louis  Mo. : 

Amend  Article  4,  Section  1,  to  read  as  follows:  - 

The  officers  of  this  body  shall  consist  of  a general  president  and  organ- 
izer, four  general  vice-presidents  (first,  second,  third  and  fourth),  and  gen- 
eral secretary-treasurer.  On  such  years  as  a convention  is  not  held  said  offi- 
cers to  be  elected  by  a referendum  vote  of  the  entire  mmbrship  in  the  month 
of  July.

See,  3,  Within  five  days  after  the  closing  of  nominations  the  General 
Secretary  shall  notify  the  members  so  nominated  who  shall  answer  within 
ten  days  of  their  acceptance  or  declination  of  such  nomination.  On  the  fol- 
lowing month  the  General  Secretary  shall  publish  in  the  official  journal  the 
results. 

Sec.  4.  Locals  must  be  in  good  standing  with  the  International  Union 
before  being  allowed  to  vote,  and  shall  upon  receipt  of  the  official  ballot  pro- 
ceed to  vote  as  per  Art.  2.  Sec.  1. 

Sec.  5.  Should  a convention  be  decided  on  by  the  referendum  vote,  it 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  at  the  place  designated  by  the  pre- 
vious convention. 

See.  6.  In  the  event  of  the  election  of  an  International  officer  or  officers, 
said  officer  or  oflicers  shall  be  installed  at  the  convention,  but,  providing  there 
is  no  convention,  .said  officer  or  officers  shall  make  their  formal  obligation  to 
their  respective  local  union  the  last  regular  meeting  in  May,  same  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  General  Secretary,  under  seal,  on  blanks  prepared  for  that 
purpose,  for  publication  in  the  official  journal. 

All  sections  conflicting  with  the  above  be  declared  null  and  void. 

Delegate  Flateri  moved  to  adopt  as  read. 

Delegate  Lane  moved  amendment  to  refer  to  special  committee. 

Delegates  Bickel,  Dowd  and  Lessig  spoke  on  the  question. 

Amendment  to  refer  to  special  committee  prevailed. 

The  chair  appointed  Delegates  Knibb,  Callahan  and  Tierney.

REPORT  OP  DELEGATES. 

Delegate  Zeber,  for  Local  No.  2,  Evansville,  Ind.,  was  granted  permission 
to  make  a verbal  report. 

He  referred  to  the  Evansville  Foundry  Association  trouble  and  also  to 
the  present  trouble  at  the  Southern  Stove  Works  on  account  of  one  of  the 
members  refusing  to  pay  dues.  The  men  quit  work  until  such  time  as  the 
member  pays  his  dues  or  is  discharged  by  the  firm. 

Delegate  Gieseker,  for  No.  13,  Quincy,  111. : 

We  had  but  very  little  trouble  in  Quincy  this  year.  We  have  asked  for 
Brother  Studholme  once  to  settle  some  trouble  at  the  Gem  City  Stove  Foun- 
dry. The  members  there  asked  for  two  cents  for  some  extra  work.  Brother 
Studholme  settled  for  one  cent.  Average  day’s  wages,  about  $2.25. 

Delegate  Bender,  for  No.  4,  Belleville,  111.: 

We  wish  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  No.  4 has  been  very  suc- 
cessful, gaining  an  increase  of  5 cents  per  hour;  also  considerable  increase 
on  piecework,  and  the  best,  of  all  is  a nine-hour  work  day.  Considerable 
credit  is  given  to  the  Executive  Board  in  getting  these  conditions,  through 
their  valuable  assistance,  and  we  trust  that  in  the  near  future  the  locals  of 
our  district  will  follow  our  example  in  order  that  No.  4 can  hold  conditions 
now  in  existence.  We  also  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  strike  at  the 
Williard  Range  Co.,  which  is  in  existence  for  some  time,  for  it  has  been  a 
hard  job  to^  organize  them,  which  has  been  proven  by  former  General  Presi- 
dent. We  succeeded  in  getting  them  organized,  but  are  sorry  to  say  that 
we  went  up  against  a tough  proposition,  as  they  were  discharged  as  soon  as 
the  manager  heard  of  the  stand  they  took.  Being  about  25  in  number  and 
never  belonging  to  any  other  organization  before,  we  can  proudly  report  that 
only  a few  of  them  have  returned.  He  is  selling  his  ranges  as  damaged 
goods  in  order  to  get  sales,  the  manager  having  admitted  this  himself. 

Delegate  Tierney,  for  Local  No.  12,  Chicago,  111.,  verbal  report: 

Delegate  Tierney  reported  that  conditions  compared  favorably  with  those 
of  the  best  in  the.  country.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  when  work  was 
slack,  it  vras  so  arranged  that  each  mounter  would  obtain  an  equal  share  of 
the  work. 

Delegate  Byrd,  for  Local  No.  22,  Atlanta,  Ga.: 

In  behalf  of  our  local  I submit  the  following  report:  Trade  fair;  we 

have  lost  very  few  days  on  the  firm’s  account  this  year.  We  work  nine  hours 
per  day  and  receive  30  cents  per  hour  for  day  work.  Piece  work,  $21.00  per 
week. 

Delegate  Dowd,  for  Local  No.  23,  Piqua,  Ohio: 

The  local  has  made  a gain  in  the  day  work  rate  after  a hard  fight  of 
about  eight  months.  The  firm  refused  to  accede  to  the  demands  which  we 
presented  to  the  superintendent  and  a copy  of  which  was  forwarded  to  the 
International,  and  in  a few  days  the  firm  sent  the  committee  a reply  to  take 
up  the  day  work  proposition  and  a compromise  was  effected  at  $2.75  per  day. 
The  first  of  the  year  we  had  a large  lino  of  new  stoves  to  set  prices  on  under 
the  new  agreement  ,which/  we  studied  carefully  and  which  the  local  lived 
up  to  the  letter.  The  superintendent  and  the  committee  could  not  agree. 
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however,  for  the  committee  cannot  accept  any  prices  only  those  approved  by 
the  local.  Our  General  President  gave  us  a call,  and  together  with  the  com- 
mittee the  superintendent  was  met,  and  after  a few  hours’  discussion  no 
settlement  was  made.  The  superintendent  promised  to  take  the  matter  up 
again  in  a few  days,  and  did  so  with  the  committee,  when  an  agreement  was 
reached  on  the  line  of  stoves  that  went  in  the  sand  on  the  first  of  the  year, 
and  also  set  the  prices  on  all  the  stoves  which  the  committee  could  not  agree 
on  for  a year.  We  believe  there  will  be  no  such  trouble  in  the  future,  as 
both  sides  understand  the  situation  better. 

Delegate  Linders,  for  Local  No.  24  Aurora,  111.: 

Condition  of  trade,  fair.  The  only  grievance  we  had  was  th^  laying  oir 
of  four  mounters  and  one  driller,  all  of  them  being  officers.  We  had  the 
International  President  come  there  to  settle,  but  the  superintendent  claimed 
that  he  did  not  have  work  to  keep  them  all,  but  he  said  that  as  soon  as  he 
gets  the  work  he  will  put  them  on,  but  they  are  not  on  yet.  The  shop  shut 
down  on  July  1st.  Do  not  know  when  it  will  start.  Piece  work,  about  $20.00; 
day  work,  25  cents  per  hour. 

Delegate  Harding,  for  Local  No.  29,  Cleveland,  Ohio: 

Business,  while  not  what  it  was  last  year,  has  been  better  than  in  many 
sections  of  the  country.  Steel  range  work  has  been  very  slack,  and  the  pros 
pect  for  work  in  that  line  is  not  very  encouraging.  But  notwithstanding 
trade  depressions,  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  our  membership  and  to 
find  work  for  a few  card  members.  We  have  received  an  increase  of  25  cents 
per  day  on  day  work  and  have  maintained  our  piece  prices.  We  have  had 
more  trouble  in  settling  prices  than  before,  but  have  no  complaint  to  make 
on  that  score,  as  prices  obtained  are  such  that  a fair  day’s  pay  can  be  made. 

Our  most  serious  difficulty  has  been  in  the  misunderstanding  of  our 
agreement  with  the  defense.  Not  alone  by  the  firm,  but  by  our  members 
as  well.  Our  strike  against  the  Standard  is  still  on,  and  if  that  firm  is  not 
already  out  of  business,  it  soon  will  be.  Since  the  last  convention  we  have 
organized  the  pattern  shop  and  the  one  stove  shop  in  Cleveland  is  union  from 
top  to  bottom.  There  are  14  stove  mounters,  13  steel  range  mounters  and  5 
pattern  fitters  and  filers.  They  allow  us  the  same  prices  on  day  work  as  the 
constitution  calls  for,  and  the  piece  workers  make  an  average  of  about  $3.70 
to  $3.75  a day.  We  lost  one  brother  by  death.  Our  dues  are  $1.00  per  month. 

Delegate  Knibb,  for  Local  No.  34,  St.  Louis,  Mo.: 

Delegate  Knibb’s  report  related  to  the  conditions  of  the  range  makers, 
trade  being  very  slack  at  present.  Brother  Volkert’s  remarks  on  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  in  St.  Louis  may  be  taken  as  a report  of  the  local. 

Delegate  Neary,  for  Local  No.  37,  Geneva,  N.  Y. : 

There  are  two  shops  in  Geneva,  tlie  Philips  and  Clark  shop,  in  which  the 
trouble  still  exists.  Last  February  Organizer  Rosenthal,  representing  the 
A.  F.  of  L.,  with  Brother  Wm.  Graney,  vitited  Mr.  Clark  and  he  refused  to 
take  up  our  trouble.  During  the  month  of  May  President  Studholme  made  a 
visit  to  Geneva  and  at  the  request  of  Vice-President  Kehoe  of  the  Molders’ 
International  Union  visited  the  firm,  but  as  no  favorable  proposition  was 
made  nothing  was  done.  The  temporary  injunction  granted  in  August,  1903, 
still  stands  against  us.  The  case  came  up  in  March,  1904,  for  a hearing,  but 
the  judge  decided  that  the  injunction  would  stand  until  we  furnished  the 
names  of  our  president  and  treasurer,  claiming  that  the  local  was  the  real 
defendant,  and  the  judge  struck  the  case  from  the  calendar  until  we  fur- 
nished such  information.  But  our  attorney  appealed  from  the  decision  and 
that  we  would  have  a hearing  in  December. 

In  the  Summit  shop  the  firm  and  the  men  get  along  very  agreea,ble. 
We  have  had  a very  good  season  for  the  past  six  months,  having  worked 
108  days  up  to  July  1st.  The  conditions  in  the  shop  are  generally  good; 
pufside  of  a few  jobs,  the  wages  will  run  from  $3.50  to  $4.50  per  day, 
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Delegate  Carroll,  for  Local  No.  38,  Peoria,  111.: 

The  conditions  of  Local  No.  38  are  good;  there  is  no  trouble  pending. 
The  scale  of  wages  is  $2.50  per  day;  $3.25  is  about  the  piece  work  rate. 

Delegate  Bittegar,  for  Local  No.  39,  Rochester,  N.  Y.: 

Rochester,  N.  Y..  1904. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eleventh  Convention  of  the  Stove  Mount- 
ers’ International  Union: 

Fellow  Workmen — ^In  reporting  for  Local  39,  I am  sorry  to  say  that 
there  were  no  demands  made  for  an  increase  in  wages  nor  for  a shorter 
v/ork  daj"  in  the  last  twelve  months.  There  are  three  stove  foundries  in 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  the  Co-operative,  Sills,  and  Galushas.  There  are  21  stove 
mounters  and  three  apprentices  working  in  the  Co-operative  foundry,  io 
stove  mounters  and  one  apprentice  working  in  Sills  foundry,  and  7 stove 
mounters  and  one  apprentice  working  in  Galushas  foundry.  In  the  Co-op- 
erative and  Sills  the  stove  mounters  work  by  the  day;  prices  in  these  two 
shops  are  from  $2  to  $2.62^(  a day.  In  Galusha’s  foundry  there  are  four 
stove  mounters  working  by  the  piece  and  three  by  the  day.  All  cast  ranges 
and  parlor  stoves  are  mounted  by  the  piece,  and  all  steel  ranges  and  gas 
stoves  are  mounted  by  the  day.  The  day  workers  in  this  shop  receive  from 
$16.75  to  $18  per  week;  the  piece  workers  earn  from  $18  to  $21  per  week. 

Local  39  has  adopted  the  sick  benefit  and  dollar  dues  takes  effect  the 
first  of  July.  On  the  22d  of  March  the  question  in  regard  to  getting  the 
body-builders  and  filers  in  our  local  was  taken  up,  and  the  admission  fee 
was  dropped. to  $3  for  a period  of  60  days,  and  all  the  body-builders  and 
filers  were  given  application  blanks  to  fill  out.  I am  sorry  to  say  that  there 
was  not  an  application  filled  out  in  the  sixty  days,  and  would  suggest  that 
our  next  Executive  Board  take  this  matter  up. 

There  was  a Union  Card  and  Label  Industrial  Display  held  in  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  from  the  7th  to  the  14th  of  December,  which  Local  39  took  part  in. 
They  had  four  of  the  Summit  stoves  on  exhibition  with  the  union  label. 
Local  39  had  two  members  there  every  evening  to  give  out  our  cards  adver- 
tising our  label.  We  also  have  two  delegates  at  the  Card  and  Label  League. 

The  Central  Trades  and  Labor  Council  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  has  adopted 
a Legal  Bureau.  The  duties  of  this  Legal  Bureau  is  to  assist  the  several 
local  unions  affiliated  with  the  Central  Tra.des  and  Labor  Council  in  pro- 
curing, making,  maintaining  and  enforcing  beneficial  contracts  with  their 
respective  employers,  and  as  near  as  can  be  procuring  a union  standard  of 
eight  hours  for  a day’s  labor  with  a minimum  rate  of  wages,  and  to  assist 
each  of  the  several  local  unions  affiliated  with  the  Central  Trades  and  Labor 
Council  in  all  actions  and  proceedings  brought  against  such  unions,  and  to 
have  an  experienced  and  competent  attorney  and  counsellor-at-law  appear 
for  them  in  their  behalf  in  all  actions  and  proceedings,  either  civil  or  crim- 
inal, which  may  be  instituted  against  them,  and  in  all  actions  or  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  deemed  expedient  to  be  brought  in  their  behalf.  Local 
39  pays  a per  capita  tax  of  6 cents  per  member  per  month  in  this  Council. 

The  stove  business  has  been  very  good  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  the  last 
twelve  months.  There  was  a little  trouble  in  Galusha’s  in  regard  to  the 
firm  putting  a boy  to  work  drilling  gas  burners,  which  was  settled  satis- 
factorily to  both  ^es  by  the  secretary  writing  to  Bro.  Kaefer. 

This  ends  my  report  for  Local  39. 

Delegate  Lessig,  for  No.  42,  Reading,  Pa.: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eleventh  Convention,  held  at  St. 
Louis — Following  is  the  report  of  Local  No.  42,  of  Reading,  Pa.: 

Fellow  Workmen — Local  No.  42  reports  progress,  taking  into  consid- 
eration that  one  of  our  shops,  the  Prozer-Painter  Co.,  has  made  very  poor 
time  since  the  middle  of  January  up  to  the  middle  of  June.  The  Reading 
Stove  Works  has  done  fairly  well,  although  there  is  no  likelihood  of  them 
ever  starting  up  their  old  shop.  The  stove  trade  in  our  Reading  shops  does 
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not  look  any  too  bright  for  the  coming  season,  although  we  hope  for  the 
best.  We  receive  fair  treatment  from  our  employers,  and  have  not  failed 
so  far  in  adjusting  piece  work  prices  without  our  International  Officers’ 
help.  We  are  gradually  securing  better  prices  on  piece  work  for  the  last 
three  years.  Facilities  should  and  could  be  greatly  improved  upon. 

Our  day  workers  receive  22  to  23%  cents  per  hour;  piece  workers  earn 
from  15  to  35  cents  per  hour.  There  are  about  four  jobs  in  our  shop  that 
a few  of  our  mounters  can  earn  35  cents  per  hour  on.  Our  mounters,  day 
and  piece  workers,  feel  that  they  are  not  receiving  what  they  should  for 
the  amount  of  work  that  they  do,  as  most  of  our  men  work  10  full  hours  a 
day  as  hard  as  they  possibly  can. 

Our  treasury  is  not  in  a very  healthy  state,  but  we  will  try  to  replenish 
it  with  holding  festivals,  etc. 

Mt.  Penn  mounters  are  still  unorganized.  We  have  one  union  brother 
there  at  the  present  time. 

Our  local  has  been  a little  slow  lately,  and  as  we  have  a very  good  lot 
of  fellows  in  42  we  intend  to  shake  things  up  a bit,  put  some  life  into  our 
local  and  keep  climbing  on  ahead. 

Delegate  Hughes,  for  Local  No.  43,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  verbal  report: 

Delegate  Hughes  reports  that  Local  No.  43  pays  $1  per  month  for  dues, 
and  that  conditions  are  favorable.  He  referred  to  the  recent  settlement 
made  at  the  Indianapolis  Stove  Works,  which  was  considered  favorable  to 
the  men. 

Delegate  Forrest,  for  Local  No.  46,  Royersford,  Pa.: 

As  for  Local  No.  46.  we  can  state  that  it  is  in  a flourishing  condition, 
with  the  exception  that  the  trouble  that  was  brought  on  at  the  J.  & H.  stove 
foundry  is  still  on.  The  mounters  made  a stand  on  'the  Buck  system,  one 
of  the  mounters  of  that  shop  did  insist  to  keep  on  a helper,  and  the  brothers 
of  said  shop  tried  everything  they  could  to  abolish  the  Buck  system,  so  it 
terminated  in  striking  the  shop  on  Sept.  28.  1903,  which  is  still  on.  We 
are  still  putting  forth  our  best  efforts  to  win  out.  The  mounters  of  the  struck 
shop  are  all  placed  in  some  other  shops.  Local  46  has  five  shops  under  its 
jurisdiction;  the  conditions  are  fair;  all  shop  committees  are  recognized  by 
their  respective  Arms,  besides  one  open  shop  and  the  one  of  which  is  out  is 
in  trouble. 

The  regular  rate  of  day  wages  is  $2.62%,  while  the  average  rate  of  piece 
workers’  wages  is  $3.  The  membership  of  the  local  has  fallen  back  in  num- 
bers, but  this  was  due  to  members  drawing  honorary  cards  to  accept  other 
positions  than  stove  mounting,  there  being  nine  honorary  cards  granted, 
against  three  traveling  cards;  total  membership,  44;  this  includes  two  mem- 
bers in  D.  B.  The  financial  condition  of  trade  is  fair. 

Delegate  Flaherty,  for  Local  No.  48,  Chicago,  111.: 

The  conditions  existing  in  this  city  at  present  are  quite  satisfactory. 
Every  steel  range  worker  is  now  in  the  union;  $2.50  is  being  paid  for  day 
work,  while  the  average  rate  of  piece  work  is  $3  per  day. 

Delegate  Hack,  for  Local  No.  53,  Salem,  Ohio: 

Salem,  O.,  July  10,  1904. 

To  the  S.  M.  I.  U.  in  Convention  Assembled — The  past  year  at  the  Victor 
shop  has  been  one  of  many  controversies  and  differences  between  the  Arm 
and  the  employed  mounters,  the  first  of  which  caused  a division  in  our 
ranks,  w^hich  bid  fair  to  cause  us  very  serious  trouble,  but  was  happily 
averted  through  the  good  offices  of  our  First  Vice-President  and  the  good 
judgment  of  all  our  members,  which  caused  us  to  get  together,  since  whicn 
w^e  have  presented  a solid  front  to  our  employers  in  all  questions  in  which 
qur  interests  were  concerned,  On  January  1st,  1903,  we  signed  an  agree- 
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ment  with  our  employers  governing  prices,  which  was  faithfully  carried  out 
by  both  parties  until  it  expired.. 

January  1st,  1904,  we  sought  an  agreement  with  the  firm  covering 
prices  and  shop  conditions,  which  was  flatly  refused  by  the  firm,  in  conse- 
quence of  which  there  has  been  an  almost  continual  controversy  to  the  pres- 
ent time^  and  bids  fair  to  continue  the  balance  of  the  year,  in  all  of  which 
all  of  our  members  have  stood  firmly  together  for  their  rights  and  caused 
all  schemes  to>  reduce  the  standard  of  prices  to  fail,  and  in  fact  we  have 
slightly  raised  ^he  standard  of  prices.  Taking  300  days  as  a standard  for  a 
year’s  work,  our  average  wages  is  $3.19  per  day,  piece  work.  In  pattern 
work  there  is  considerable  more  doing  here  than  usual,  for  which  we  re- 
ceive 25  cents  per  hour  for  filing. 

Report  of  J.  Woodruff  & Sons — The  year  1903  was  a most  prosperous 
one,  something  we  have  not  enjoyed  for  years,  as  we  had  a large  contract 
to  fill.  The  shop  ran  at  its  fullest  capacity  until  1904,  which  brought  on  a 
change  to  the  contrary. 

The  agreement  was  signed  by  the  firm  as  presented,  which  was  the  same 
as  the  year  previous,  having  a shut  down  of  two  months  straight,  then  only 
working  two  or  three  days  a week,  the  force  being  reduced  in  the  foundry 
left  our  department  short  of  plate,  thereby  earnings  were  reduced  to  about 
one-half  of  that  of  1903.  Pattern  work  very  dull;  earnings  in  this  depart- 
ment 30  cents  per  hour  for  mixed  work.  The  average  wages  for  the  last 
six  months  of  1903  were  $3.75,  but  can  not  give  it  for  the  first  six  months 
of  1904. 

Will  say  further,  when  the  agreement  was  presented  to  Victor  shop  in 
January,  1904,  firm  refused  to  sign.  Firm  and  the  men  could  not  agree, 
they  notified  the  National  Officer,  Gen.  Pres.  Studholme  coming.  When  he 
arrived  General  Manager  W.  H.  Roll  was  not  present,  was  unable  to  adjust 
matters  for  two  weeks;  General  President  leaving  and  returning  in  the 
same,  adjusted  the  trouble  to  the  best  conditions  the  shop  ever  had,  which 
wns  5 cents  on  oak,  which  has  left  a feeling  with  the  men  that  harmony 
exists,  which  never  existed  before,  and  that  confidence  exists  with  every 
member  of  our  organization  in  the  National  OfiBcers. 

Delegate  Gillespie,  for  Local  No.  56,  South  Pittsburg,  Tenn.: 

To  Official  Board  and  Fellow  Delegates — I present  you  report  of  Local 
No.  56,  which  I represent  in  this  our  Convention. 

In  the  past  few  months  we  have  had  considerable  dissension  on  prices  on 
cast  stoves.  This  matter,  however,  has  been  settled  satisfactory,  I am  pleased 
to  report  to  the  mounters.  But  in  the  steel  range  and  steel  cook  department 
there  is  some  questions  still  unsettled. 

First — The  “buck”  system  (by  the  way  this  is  the  only  department  they 
asked  us  to  wmrk  “buck”).  We,  in  this  department,  refused  to  work  helpers 
or  “bucks”  on  the  first  request;  have  heard  nothing  of  it  since.  As  to  prices 
on  steel  cooks,  we  were  getting  50  cents  for  finishing  range  and  75  cents  for 
mounting  steel  cook  complete  for  the  square,  and  85  cents  for  reservoir  or 
extension.  Mr.  Welton  came  over  and  cut  prices  on  steel  ranges  from  50 
cents  to  45  cents,  which  is  a fair  price  for  this  piece  of  goods;  cut  the  price 
of  steel  cooks  from  75  cents  to  60  cents  square,  and  from  85  cents  to  75  cents 
reservoir  or  extension.  Committee  called  on  him  to  adjust  these  prices  and 
he  refused  to  receive  the  committee  as  it  stood,  and  wanted  us  to  change  the 
committee  to  suit  him,  which  we  refused  to  do.  The  price  was  not  settled 
and  the  cook  was  taken  out  of  sand  and  still  remains  out.  On  account  of  this 
one  brother  was  let  out  of  work. 

Now,  Mr.  Wetter’s  proposition  is  this:  When  a dispute  arises  on  a line 

of  goods,  to  select  a committee  from  this  departm.ent,  that  is,  if  a dispute  in 
the  cast  stove  department  arises,  to  have  a committee  composed  entirely  of 
cast  stove  mounters,  and  vice  versa;  he  refused  to  receive  a committee  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  union.  We  refused  to  agree  to  seperate  committee,  and  thus 
the  matter  stands. 

Scale  of  wages  30  cents  per  hour  day  work;  about  $3.50  per  day  piece 
work.  Business  good  and  prospects  favorable  to  continue  so. 

Delegate  Lane,  for  Local  No.  58,  Rome,  Ga.: 

We  have  jurisdiction  over  five  shops,  three  in  Rome,  one  in  Dalton,  Ga., 
and  one  in  Rockmart,  Ga.,  and  are  working  on  one  in  Gadsden,  Ala.,  which 
we  hope  to  have  in  line  soon.  At  present  trade  is  good  in  all  shops.  . We  - 
receive  30  cents  per  hour  for  all  work  done  by  the  day;  our  average  rate  of 
wages  on  piece  work  is  $3.30  per  day,  ten  hours  per  day. 

Delegate  Smith,  for  Local  No.  61,  Newark,  Cal.: 

Trade  at  the  present  time  is  very  bad.  We  have  the  nine  hour  day  and 
receive  $3.00  per  day;  all  day  work  at  the  present  day. 

The  brothers  have  had  a little  trouble  on  the  apprentice  question,  one  of 
whom  is  a stockholder,  but  who  only  wanted  an  inside  view  of  mounting,  and 
he  is  at  present  working  on  a floor  by  himself. 

Adjourned  to  2 p.  m. 


FRIDAY-AFTERNOON  SESSION. 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  2 p.  m.  by  President  Studholme. 

The  roll  was  called  and  absentees  noted. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Reports  of  Locals  were  continued,  and  President  Studholme  reported  for 
Canada,  no  representative  from  that  section  being  present.  He  reviewed  the 
situation  existing  in  the  Guerney  Foundry  matter,  and  stated  it  was  still 
being  fought  out  in  the  courts.  The  firm’s  attitude  has  lost  them  considerable 
business,  and  the  fight  would  be  continued.  Trade  in  Canada  is  good. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Callahan,  a vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the  Presi- 
cient  for  reporting  on  the  conditions  of  Canada. 

Delegate  Lessig,  for  the  Schuylkill  Valley  District: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eleventh  Convention: 

Fellow  Workmen: — As  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  organization 
known  as  the  Schuylkill  Valley  District  Conference  Board,  I think  it  my  duty 
to  make  a brief  report. 

We  were  organized  January  31,  1903,  with  ten  delegates  present  from  the 
different  shops  in  Philadelphia,  Royersford  and  Reading;  also  Vice-President 
Edinger  was  with  us  at  the  time.  We  agreed  to  present  demands  with  our 
International  Executive  Board’s  consent,  demanding  an  increase  in  wages  as 
follows:  An  increase  on  piece  work  of  15  per  cent,  9 hours  to  constitute  a 

day’s  labor;  30  cents  per  hour  day  work.  These  demands  were  presented  to 
our  various  firms  March  4,  1903,  at  10  a.  m.,  to  take  effect  April  1,  1903.  Our 
Conference  Committee  was  invited  to  meet  the  Manufacturers’  Committee  in 
Philadelphia;  we  accepted.  After  taking  up  our  various  demands  and  dis- 
cussing them  we  explained  thoroughly  why  we  thought  we  should  have  an 
advance;  the  Manufacturers’  Committee  told  us  they  could  do  nothing  for  us 
and  asked  us  to  withdraw  our  demands;  we  refused,  and  notified  our  Inter- 
national Secretary.  A short  time  afterward  our  International  Officers  held 
a meeting  with  the  defense  and  secured  an  advance  of  5 per  cent  on  piece 
and  day  work  prices.  We  were  not  satisfied,  and  since  then  we  have  again 
asked  our  Executive  Board’s  consent  to  present  various  demands,  which  was 
granted.  The  Schuylkill  Conference  Board  thought  it  unwise,  to  present 
their  demands  for  various  reasons.  We  represent  twelve  different  shops,  and 
think  we  will  get  three  more.  We  have  an  organizer,  but  could  not  do  a very 
great  deal  so  far  on  account  of  lack  of  funds.  We  have  two  separate  funds. 
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one  for  general  purposes  and  the  other  for  organizing  only.  We  have  been 
very  successful  so  far  as  a district  body,  and  think  it  is  a success. 

Delegate  Knibb,  for  the  Special  Committee  on  Laws,  providing  for  nom- 
ination and  election  of  officers,  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following: 
Article  4,  Section  1:  — 

The  ofiBcers  of  this  body  shall  consist  of  a General  President  and 
Organizer,  four  General  Vice-Presidents  (first,  second,  third  and 
fourth)  and  General  Secretary-Treasurer.  On  such  years  as  a Con- 
vention is  not  held  said  officers  to  be  elected  by  a referendum  vote  of 
the  entire  membership  in  the  month  of  July;  on  such  years  as  there 
will  be  no  Convention  held,  each  Local  may,  between  the  15th  of 
March  and  the  30th  of  April,  nominate  one  candidate  for  each  of  the 
offices  to  be  filled  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  General  Secretary; 
nominations  shall  be  made  by  open  ballot. 

Section  2:  — 

Within  five  days  after  the  closing  of  the  nominations  the  General 
Secretary  shall  notify  the  members  so  nominated,  who  shall  answer 
within  ten  days  of  their  acceptance  or  declination  of  such  nomina- 
tion. On  the  following  month  the  General  Secretary  shall  publish  in 
the  official  journal  the  results. 

Delegate  Bickel  moved. to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  Committee.,  the 
Executive  Board  to  add  the  necessary  details. 

Report  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Knibb  moved  to  take  up  the  matter  relative  to  the  conditions  of 
the  mounters  in  St.  Louis. 

Motion  prevailed. 

Delegate  Forrest  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  special  action. 

Motion  prevailed. 

Delegate  Tierney  moved  that  the  case  of  Phillips  & Clark,  of  Geneva,  N. 
Y.,  be  left  to  the  Executive  Board. 

Motion  prevailed. 

Delegate  Dowd  moved  to  take  from  table  Resolution  No.  14,  reading  as 
follows : 

Resolution  No.  14 — By  Delegate  Wm.  Dowd,  Local  No.  23,  Piqua,  Ohio: 
The  Local,  in  whose  city  the  Convention  may  be  held,  shall  re- 
ceive $25.00  from  the  International  for  the  entertainment  of  the 
delegates. 

Motion  to  take  from  table  prevailed. 

Delegate  Dowd  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Those  who  spoke  on  the  question  were:  Gaskill,  Dowd,  Callahan, 

Hughes. 

Delegate  Bickel  moved  to  table  indefinitely. 

Motion  prevailed.

Stove  Mounters'  International  Unions,  in  Convention  Assembled,  St. 
Louis,  Mo.: 

Brothers — Ever  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Union  Label  this  organi- 
zation has  taken  an  active  part  in  pushing  its  use  on  all  occasions.  In  fact, 
instructions  have  been  issued  from  time  to  time,  from  this  office,  to  all  our 
Unions  and  District  Councils  to  patronize  solely  Union-Made  Goods.  No 
organization  has  done  more  for  the  enforcement  and  adoption  of  the  Union 
Label  than  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America. 
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In  the  year  1900  our  Union  in  New  York  City  adopted  a label  to  be 
known  as  the  Union  Label  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America.  At  our  Biennial  Convention  held  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Sep- 
tember 15-30,  1902,  that  label  was  unanimously  accepted  as  the  universal 
label  of  this  organization.  Copies  of  same  are  herein  attached.  It  is  now 
registered  in  thirty-nine  states  and  is  in  process  of  registration  in  all  the 
other  states. 

We  herewith  request  your  Convention,  now  in  session  in  the  City  of  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  to  endorse  the  said  label  and  return  the  enclosed  blank,  properly 
filled  out,  to  this  office  at  your  earliest  convenience. 

Trusting  your  delegates  may  see  their  way  clear  to  comply  with  this  re- 
quest, and  with  best  wishes  for  the  future  welfare  of  your  organization,  I am.

The  chair  declared  nominations  for  Presidenf  in  order  and  called  on 
Vice-President  Noser  to  preside. 

Delegate  Forrest  nominated  First  Vice-President  E.  F.  Fay. 

Delegate  Tierney  nominated  Fourth  Vice-President  D.  W.  Ottinger. 
Delegate  Hack  nominated  President  Allan  Studholme. 

The  nominations  were  then  closed. 

The  chair  appointed  Delegates  Gieseker,  Bittegar  and  Flaten  to  act  as 
tellers. 

The  vote  for  President  resulted  as  follows: 

For  Studholme,  2;  for  Fay,  9;  for  Ottinger,  16. 

Vice-President  Ottinger  having  received  a majority  of  votes  cast,  the 
chair  declared  him  elected  for  the  ensuing  term. 

President-elect  Ottinger  addressed  the  Convention  by  thanking  the  dele- 
gates for  the  honor  conferred  and  promised  to  fulfill  the  duties  imposed  to 
the  best  of  his  ability. 

The  chair  then  called  for  nominations  for  First  Vice-President.

The  chair  declared  W.  J.  Flaherty  elected  Second  Vice-President  for  the 
ensuing  term. 

Nominations  for  Third  Vice-President  were  called  for. 

Delegate.  Byrd  nominated  Second  Vice-President  Ragon. 

Delegate  Hack  nominated  Delegate  L.  W.  Lane. 

The  nominations  were  then  closed. 

The  vote  resulted: 

Ragon,  8;  Lane,  18. 

The  chair  declared  L.  W.  Lane  elected  Third  Vice-President  for  the  en- 
suing term. 

• Delegate  Lane  thanked  the  Convention. 

The  chair  then  called  for  nominations  for  Fourth  Vice  President. 

Delegate  Bassett  nominated  Delegate  E.  B.  Gaskill. 

Delegate  Callahan  nominated  Vice-President  Ragon,  who  declined. 

Delegate  Callahan  nominated  Delegate  Geo.  Bickel,  who  declined.

Delegate  Hughes  nominated  Secretary-Treasurer  J.  H.  Kaefer  for  re- 
election. 

There  being  no  other  nominations,  J.  H.  Kaefer  was  elected  by  acclama- 
tion. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Kaefer  addressed  the  Convention  and  thanked  the 
Delegates  for  their  renewed  expression  of  confidence,  this  being  the  fourth 
time  of  his  election  to  the  office  of  Secretary-Treasurer.  He  again  promised 
to  continue  performing  the  duties  of  the  office  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

President  Studholme  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Bickel  moved  that  a rising  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  Local 
No.  34  and  the  Entertainment  Committee  for  their  kind  reception  and  gener- 
ous hospitality  extended  to  the  officers  and  delegates.

President-elect  Ottinger  installed  the  rest  of  the  elected  officers. 
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SELECTION  OF  PLACE  FOR  HOLDENG  NEXT  CONVENTION. 
Delegate  Harding  nominated  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

There  being  no  further  nominations,  Cleveland  was  unanimously  chosen 
the  next  place  for  the  Convention. 

Bills  of  officers  were  read  and  ordered  paid. 

At  4:30  p.  m.  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.
